Associate memberships for non-professionals are few 
in the Church Architectural Guild of America. When two 
men from the same city receive this distinction at the same 
annual meeting it would seem to be news of the order 
of rarity of “architect bites client." 

Mr. Wefel, Shaker Heights, member of the Guild 
and registrar of its March 7-9 joint Conference in Atlanta, 
Ga., is therefore justifiably proud to congratulate new 
associate members William H. Leach and Paul J. Winter- 
ich upon their achievements. 

Dr. Leach is one of the founders and presently super- 
vising editor of the magazine, Church Management. He is 
author of some eighteen books and numerous articles in 
the field. ої church administration, worship, homiletics 
and church architecture, the latest being ‘Protestant 
Church Building." Having retired to а part-time basis 
after serving as editor since 1924, Mr. Leach is devoting 
more time to consulting with Church Boards in surveying 
Parish building needs and programs preparatory to the 
architectural planning. 

Mr. Winterich, who with his three brothers operates 
John W. Winterich and Sons, is of the third generation of 
a family which has been designing, executing and installing 
interior church furnishings for more than sixty years. Mr. 
Winterich, as sales director of the firm, has been consultant 
to many of America’s leading church architects for some 
twenty-three years. 

It should be of interest to architects generally that 
these conferences are under sponsorship of the Guild and 
the Bureau of Church Building of National Council of 
Churches of Christ in the United States. Registration at 
Atlanta was 403 which is an increase of 150 from 1955. 
The St. Louis Conference in 1957 is expected to draw 600 
reservations. Most of the National Protestant Church 
bodies send their top executives concerned with church 
building, financing and christian education.

2. How can schools be built lawfully at lower costs. 


3. Accumulation of data on types of construction 
relative to costs, results, etc. 


Mr. Worley expressed the desire of the Architects So- 
ciety of Ohio to be as helpful and cooperative as possible 
in reaching the objectives of the Board. He stated further 
that the architects of Ohio recognized the need for school 
plant facilities both in depressed areas and outside these 
areas. Also, he pointed out that the architects are as in- 
terested in keeping costs down as is the board. 

A general discussion between the Committee and arch- 


itects followed with the result that both groups came to 
а closer understanding of the problems involved. 


Mr. Myers requested the architects to submit a mem- 
orandum of the points covered in the discussion and asked 
that other pertinent points be included.

An Elementary School 


The illustrated six room elementary 
school now under construction at Gam- 
bier, Ohio represents economy in school 
design construction without cheapness 
or sacrificing of essentials. 

This particular school district was 
confronted with the same problem that 
so many school districts face: A large 
current enrollment which will soon out- 
grow existing facilities due to projected 
enrollment increase and limited funds 
available for 
facilities. 


constructing additional 
Solution 

The solution to this problem indicat- 
ed that the lower six grades should be 
moved from the existing building which 
is shared with the high school and 
junior high and the vacated rooms 
turned over for their use to relieve the 
crowded condition in the upper grades. 
The six lower grades should then be 
moved to a new six room elementary 
building which would form а nucleus 
for an expanded elementary program. 
Facilities had to be provided which 
would permit the addition of class- 
rooms in multiples of two or more as 
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enrollment increased. This nucleus must 
contain not only the six required class- 
rooms, but all of the facilities required 
for the potential enlargement such as 
expandable utility room and heating 
kitchen

This could cause complications in а 
large school plant. If money had been 
available, the architects contemplated 
the use of aluminum panel walls. 

Above the block are steel sash which 
lap the block eliminating the stone sill. 
On the interior of the stool is glazed 
tile. 

The sash are divided into five lights 
each. The top three lights are glazed 
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with tinted glare reducing glass and 
the bottom two lights form a vision 
strip of clear glass. 

The lintel over the window is а 6” 
angle LLV spanning between piers and 
light columns acting as mullions. On 
the face of the angle is bolted wood 
blocking and facia. Resting on the al- 
gue is H. H. Robertson section 5 long 
span roof deck. The deck spans the 
classroom from corridor wall to exterior 
wall and is left exposed with a painted 
finish. 

The architects feel that the use of 
this long span deck was instrumental in 
lowering the unit cost of construction. 
The deep ribs of 7/5" on 12" centers 
has an accoustical value and presents 
an attractive finish ceiling. 

Over this deck is a neoprene vapor 
barrier and 1" of rigid insulation and 
built up roof. 

A review of this typical section indi- 
cates that no monumental 
were used. All materials are functional 


materials 


and economical. 
A general review of the finish indi- 


cates that all walls are painted and 
all floors have 3/16" asphalt tile except 
the boys and girls toilet room which 
have colored concrete. The corridor 
and entry ceilings have gypsum galaxy 
accoustical tile. 

The hardware is a heavy grade of 
institutional hardware in aluminum fin- 
ish. All classrooms have 4 cork boards 
and 2 green porcelain chalk boards 
plus cloak cabinets on casters which 
can be moved about to isolate work 
areas, The kitchen is equipped 
formica and stainless 
counter and rolling steel shutter. The 
stainless steel scullery sink, lavatory, 
electric. drinking fountain and glass 
filler, exhaust fan for range hood 
and exhaust for dishwasher 
part of this contract. The remainder 
of the kitchen equipment is to be in- 
stalled under another contract.

The new Bishop Hartley High 
School, located in Columbus at Liv- 
ingston Avenue and Zettler Road, is 
composed of three connected wings. 
A central two story steel framed wing 
contains 19 academic classrooms, 3 
business education rooms, 3 science 
laboratories, 3 home economics rooms 
and 8 administration rooms. The struc- 
ture will accommodate 900 pupils. 

The athletic and arts wing has a 
library adjacent to a 350 seat study 
hall, cafeteria with kitchen, efc. A vis- 
ual education little theater will seat

175. There are folding bleachers for 


1500 in the gymnasium-auditorium 
which can be divided into two physical 
education rooms. An arts and crafts 
room, drafting room and general shop 
are provided along with music rooms 
which are under the stage. 

The teacher's residence, facing Liv- 
ingston Avenue, is equipped with a 
refectory, community rooms, parlors, 
office and 31 bedrooms. ‘There is also 
a chapel seating 100. 

Construction Details 
The fireproof structure will have red 
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==: 


brick exterior walls with an insulated 
cavity and painted concrete block or 
glazed tile exterior. The building is 
wall bearing except the academic wing 
which was designed with a steel frame. 
Steel joists are used with a poured 
gypsum roof deck. Tectum over long 
span steel joists is used in the gym roof 


deck. 


Ceramic tile covers the columns be- 
tween the projected aluminum  sash 
that are glazed with diffusing glass 
in classrooms. Windows in the teach- 
ers’ residence will be of the aluminum 
awning type with cathedral glass used 
in the chapel. 


All floors are covered with vinyl- 
asbestos tile except for the toilets and 
stairs which are terrazzo, the kitchen 
which is quarry tile and the gym which 
is maple. Corridors, toilets, cafeteria, 
kitchen, gym locker will 


and rooms 
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have glazed facing tile walls or wains- 
cot. 

The heating system is high tempera- 
ture hot water with a package boiler 
and unit ventilation. Lighting for class- 
rooms is fluorescent; other rooms are 
incandescent. 

Multi - purpose planning is used 
throughout the building to insure a 
more efficient use of all facilities. The 
science classrooms, for example, are 
readily available for academic subjects 
with a new type of furniture. Use of 
the cafeteria for study purposes was in- 
corporated into the plan by completely 
ventilating the 
kitchen from the main room. The little 
theater can be used for dramatics, mu- 
sic groups, visual aids, study hall and 
smaller assembly groups.

The WM 100 Years of Ohio ре ее 


The Third Decade: 1880-1889 


by 
Perry E. Borchers, Jr., AIA 


In the Ohio of the 1880's the transition from village 
to city brought an increasing number of architects to con- 
sider not only the chaotic choice of exterior style but also 
real problems of height, building to the lot lines, and the 
need for light. The early solutions to these problems pre- 
sage the exceptional buildings which were to follow in the 
1890's. 

The Blackstone Building on West Third Street near 
the Public Square in Cleveland was built in 1882 by Jacob 
Perkins as an office building constructed around an interior 
light well of rather restrained wood trim. 

In 1888 the first two floors of Building No. 1 of the 
National Cash Register Company in Dayton were erected,

designed by the Dayton architect, Frank M. Andrews, to 
the specifications of John Patterson, the N. C. R. founder, 
for a “daylight factory.” His following buildings of the 
1890's carried out this original intent with steel skeleton 
frames and walls of 80% glass. 

Stylistically, the most influential Ohio building of 
the decade was the Chamber of Commerce building in 
Cincinnati designed by H. H. Richardson and completed

tions would work closely together. This 
thought was concurred in by Mr. Sapp. 

Dr. Harris is an old hand іп the 
school business. He started teaching in 
a rural school on the plains of South 
Dakota back in 1921. Since then his 
teaching experience has run the gamut, 
including junior and senior high school, 
trade school and university teaching. 

Born on a southern Minnesota farm, 
he received his BA and MA degree 
from the University of Minnesota. 
After more than 20 years as a superin- 
tendent, he joined the faculty of New 
York University, teaching courses іп 
secondary education and administra- 
tion. He received his doctor's degree 
from NYU in 1952. 

While in Minnesota he was a mem- 
ber and president of the state board of 
education and was active in profession- 
al associations. During World War IT, 
Dr. Harris served with the U.S. Navy 
SeeBees. He has also been the publish- 
er of a weekly newspaper, has engaged 
in farming, is an enthusiastic hunter, 
fisherman and prospector. 

Since the fall of 1951 he has been 
associate director of the School-Com- 
munity Development Study at OSU. 
This is one of eight national projects 
devoted to studies of educational ad- 
ministration.

| was very much interested in Mr. 
Borchers' article in the March issue of 
the Ohio Architect which discussed the 
former building occupied by the Public 
Library of Cincinnati. 1, like Mr. Borch- 
ers, admired the building as a building. 
It had a great deal of charm and the 
impression gained of the great hall 
which formed the rear of the building 
was one of awe. Yet | think the building 
demonstrates perfectly that obsoles- 
cence in a structure comes not so much 
from a change in architectural style 
but from a change in function. 

The old Cincinnati building was, | 
believe, the last of the gollery type li- 
braries built in this country and very 
nearly the last to be replaced. The 
Peabody Library in Baltimore still re- 
mains as an example of this type of de- 
sign. In its day the design with the 
skylighted roof was functional since it 
was desirable, indeed necessory, to 
bring in outside light. At that period 
in libraries the present concept of the 
use of library materials by the public 
was not common. Hence it was thought 
quite proper to put the books out of 
reach of inquisitive readers.
